BEWARE OF THE CLOTHES MOTH 


The damage caused by clothes moths 
in Canada every year is extensive and 
the prevention of that damage requires 
the exercise of care, forethought, and 
vigilance, states the Dominion Ento- 
mohtogist, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. Articles of clothing and 
other material; subject to attack 
should not be left undisturbed for long 
periods, particularly during the sum- 
mer months, in such places as cup- 
boards, attics, and trunks unless ade- 
quate precautions have been taken to 
protect them, The articles aftet being 
thoroughly brushed should be placed in 
well-made trunks or chests with tight- 
ly fitting lids, or enclosed in cotton or 
paper bags, or in cardboard boxes seal- 
ed with paper strips. Wrapping clo- 
fhing in’ two thicknesses of strong 
wrapping paper taking care that the 
edges are turned down so thst no 
moths can gain entrance, {Is also re- 
ommended as an alternative measure., 
According to the: Dominion Entomol- 
ogist, one pound of fresh nanthalene

dichlorbenzene’ scattered among the 
garments in am ordinary sized trunk 
assures perfect vrotection from moth 
injury.

Your Boys 


I have four sons, two of them approaching the age when they must go 
out and face the earning of a living, writes a man to a newspaper. Is he 
disturbed and troubled over the prospect of the difficulties which for the 
time being may confront these young men in obtaining employment and 
making a start in life? No, he is wise enough and has had experience 
enough to realize that countless thousands of other young men starting to 
carve out careers for themselves had to face difficulties and had many 
obstacles to overcome. No doubt he passed through such experiences him- 
self. It has been the way of the world since time immemorial. 

Nevertheless this father of four boys is worried. He has reason to be, 
and so, too, have other parents all over the land. This man writes that all 
this recent propaganda, these ever repeated demands, that the Government 
should guarantee “the security of the home, the security of livelihood and 
the security of social insurance” causes him to wonder if the prospect of so 
much sheltering, so much safeguarding, so much financial protection, so 
much paternalism will cause his boys to discount, disregard, despise his 
teachings. 

I have, he says, tried to impress upon them that they must fit them- 
selves to make their own way in the world, that they must develop self- 
reliance, that they must ‘cultivate a spirit of manly independence, that they 
.must be prepared to earn every penny coming to them, that they must ex- 

. pect nothing for nothing in this world. f 

To achieve this, I have emphasized that they must be studious and in- 
dustrious, that they. must exercise rational frugality and self-denial until 
they have accumulated a competency, that they must aspire not only to 
take care of themselves and their dependents, but to acquire means to aid 
generously those who are in need. 

I have warned them against extravagance, ostentation, thriftlessness, 
thoughtlessness, in order thet they may escape the hardships and humilia- 

tio hich befall‘so many in old age, explaining that it is infinitely better 
to be able to bestow charity than to be compelled to accept it. 

“Don't let any professor convince you,” I tell them, “that ‘the world 
owes you a living.’ Get it firmly into your head that it is up to you to fit 
yourself to earn a living and that you will encounter plenty of competition. 
Don’t hesitate to sacrifice in the fore part of your life if you hope to fare 
well in the later part of your life. Rainy days will come. Make diligent 
provision for them.” . 

I tell them that, going forth in this spirit, eager to put more into the 
world than they hope to take out of it, and possessing unshakable faith in 
the eternal laws of justice and righteousness, they will find life joyous, they 
will accept difficulties as a challenge to their manhood, that, doing the right, 
they will never be tempted to give way to despair, but will find their own 
life increasing in happiness. and service with the passing years, 

Above all, that they must not be drones, loafers, leaners; that they 
must exert themselves to the utmost to be useful; that through self-dis- 
cipline and self-denial they may reasonably hope to earn the means to prac- 
tice generosity and unselfishness. 

Now, however, there is dangled before them the prospect of an earthly 
Utopia, ruled by a Santa Claus Government, pictured as prepared to shoul- 
der responsibilities which I was taught could be and must be discharged 
only by each individual for himself, responsibilities which were portrayed 
not only as inescapable, but as essential to the development of sturdy man- 
hood, development of the soul, development of sterling character. 

I am somewhat troubled lest my own young men and other young men 
may imbibe the notion that hereafter there is to be less need for supreme 
effort, less need for self-denial and self-discipline, less need for sacrificing to 
save, less necessity for self-reliance, less occasion to worry over finding 
work to do in the world or to sweat to perform it unstintedly, less reason 
for systematically striving to provide for old age. 

Perhaps this man is unduly concerned about the effect which all the 
loose talk of to-day about taking no thought of the future—that the Gov- 
ernment will look after everybody at all times and under all possible sets of 
circumstances—is having on the youth of the country. Possibly his 
anxieties and questionings will prove wholly unwarranted. Let it be hoped 
so for his sake, and the sake of his four boys and of all other young men 
who may be tempted to disregard the teachings, the lessons and experiences 
of past generations and, throwing self-reliance and self-effort to the winds, 
become leaners on the state. 

Nevertheless, all thoughtful and conscientious fathers and mothers 
must be perturbed as they witness the outpourings of dreamers and faddists 
preaching false doctrines and seeking to wean the young people of to-day 
away from acceptance of and belief in those cardinal qualities which con- 
stituted the characters of men and women who have left their impress on 
the life and progress of the world, and lived useful lives, The worst enemies 
of youth are those self-appointed advocates and saviours who present to 
them as ideal a life of absolute contentment and leisure, free of personal 
responsibilities, free of worry, free of difficulties, with Governments play- 
ing the role of Santa Claus every week and month of the year,

Improve Montreal Harbor 


May Move Passenger Section Five| Canada 


Miles Eastward 

Plans for the complete rebuilding 
of Montreal harbor were outlined at 
a meeting of the Montreal harbor 
commissioners. The plans would al- 
low quicker access from the St, Law- 
rence river, higher water, easier 
dredging in the softer bottom and 
elimination of the “St. Mary’s cur- 
rent.” 

It was learned the harbor plans 
will in time move the whole pas- 
senger harbor about five miles east- 
ward. The drawings show eight new 
piers, four of which will be. long 
piers likely accommodating two 
ships, while in between them are 
four shorter piers. It is expected the 
new piers will accommodate about 40 
vessels. 

Decision to move the harbor fur- 
ther east, it was learned, came after 
a statement by Chief Harbor En- 
gineer Paul Lecalire that dredging is 
a much easier task in the softer bot- 
tom further down the river. 

Moving of the passenger section 
eastward, with softer bottom allow- 
ing easier dredging which would 
deepen the water, is expected to 
bring larger ocean-going ships to 
Montreal. In time it is hoped to 


have the channel deepened to 40 feet.: 


The St. Mary’s Current, which 
makes shipping at times hazardous, 
is practically negligible further down 
the river, it was stated. 

The new harbor development would 
cut down the time in the run from 
Quebec to Montreal by about an hour.

In the garden seeds there were 
83,000 pounds of beans, 64,000 pounds 
of beet seed, 70,000 pounds of carrot} 
seed, 123,000 pounds of corn, 15,000 
pounds of cucumber sced, 27,000 
pounds of lettuce, 28,000 pounds of 
onion seed, 297,000 pounds of peas, 
81,000 pounds of radish, 51,000 
pounds of spinach, 14,000 pounds of 
turnip seeds. 

The sources of origin of these seeds 
is of interest; for instance the peas 
came chiefly from the United States 
and the British Isles, but there was 
also some from France, New Zealand, 
Holland and Japan. Over four hun- 
dred pounds came from Japan. The 
turnip seed came from the British 
Isles and the United States and also 
from Holland, Denmark, Japan and 
China. 

The seed of kohl rabi was collected 
from the United States, Great Bri- 
tain, Holland, Denmark and Italy. . 

The sugar beets came chiefly from 
Germany, but there were also size- 
able amounts from Holland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Britain, the United 
States and Denmark. 

Spain enters into the picture in the 
onion seeds as well as the U.S.A., the 
British Isles, France, Holland, Italy, 
Japan and China. 


Strange Substance 


Produce Hormone That Has Effect 
Of Taming Wild Animals 

Isaiah’s prophecy that the lion and 
the lamb shall lie down together and 
a little child lead them was shown to 
be a scientific possibility at the 
American Philosophical Society meet- 
ing in Philadelphia. 

The chemical substance to tame 
wants to try it out. ' 

The society was shown motion pic- 
tures of a fierce, flesh-eating, grown 
rat lying down with a new-born 
squab and trying to mother it. The 
pictures were shown by Dr. Oscar 
Riddle, of the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington. 

The rat had received an injection 
of prolactin, a hormone produced by 
the pituitary glands of human and 
all mammals, including lions. The 
rat was an unmated female, with 
nothing but wild instincts, and no 
previous experience with mothering 
anything. 

The prolactin induced immediately 
a maternal instinct so powerful as to 
mask the rat’s natural appetite for 
eating young squabs. 

Prolactin was discovered three 
years ago by Dr. Riddle. Previous 
experiments with it indicate that it 
acts on all animals in similar fashion. 

Its primary function is to cause 
female mammals to give milk for 
their young. It has done that even 
when given to males.

SOAP. 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


When fat or oil and alkali are 
heated together under proper condi- 
tions soap and glycerin are produced. 
Soap is made commercially on a 
very large scale. The oil or melted 
fat is poured into huge kettles to- 
gether with a solution of lye. As a 
rule the kettles are very large, 500,- 
000 pounds or more of soap being 
made in some of them in a single 
heating. They are provided with coils 
of steam-pipe for heating the liquid. 
The fat and alkali are stirred by 
forcing live steam into the bottom 
of the mixture. The chemical reac- 
tion which takes place in soap-mak- 
ing is completed in about one day. 
The soap is then suspended as very 
fine particles in the liquids present, 
or the chemist would say that the 
soap is in the form of a colloidal dis- 
persion. To obtain the soap in the 
solid form common salt is added and 


| this process is known as “salting 


out”. After the salt is added and 
the mixture heated, the soap rises 
to the top of the liquid and the soap 
thus obtained is purified by washing 
and settling processes and is then 
run into the mixing machine called 
the crutcher. Here it is mixed with 
substances such as perfume, borax, 
waterglass, or washing soda. It is 
then run into large molds called 
frames to harden, after which it is 
cut and pressed into cakes of the 
desired size. 

Transparent soaps are usually 
made by dissolving dry soap in al- 
cohol and adding from 15 to 25% of 
sugar. Castile soaps are made of 
olive oil. The colour of mottled 
soaps is produced by the addition of 
Prussian blue or some similar pig- 
ment. Floating soaps owe their 
lightness to bubbles of air and naph- 
tha soaps contain about 5% of 
petroleum naphtha. Scouring soaps 
contain from 5 to 10% of soap and 
from 80 to 90% of some material 
such as fine sand or volcanic ash. 
Soap powders usually consist of a 
mixture of washing soda and ground 
soap to the extent of 10 to 25%.

‘dicated ,by. the vote on this measure, 
116 out of- 238. 


A. Political Manoeuvre 


. A typical instance of politica] man- 
:Oeuvring was demonstrated this week 
in the disposition ef a bill regarding 
-interest rates on insurance policy loans. 
It. will be remsmbered by those who 
follow these reports that earlier in the 
-session Mr. Coote, (U. F. A. Macleod) 


introduced a bill to limit interest rates 
on these loans to five per cent and 
the bill was sent to the committee on 
banking and commerce to give the in- 
surance companiés a chance to be 
heard. During the past several weeks 
the committee has spent considerable 
time on this bill and when it was re- 
ported to the House it looked as tho- 
ugh it would be passed. Mr. Coote ag- 
ain explained that there is at present 


‘no imit to the rate on these loans, 


notwithstanding they are an absolut- 
ely safe investment, even ahead of 
government bonds. Largely owing to 
the depression the amount of loans 
eutstanding on these policies in Can- 
ada approximate $250,000,000 at the 
present time and the interest rate av- 
erages over six per cent, although the 
rate necessary to maintain stability of 
the companies !s not more than 3% 
per cent. The motion reseived the su- 
pport of members on both sides of the 
House, including Hon. H. H. Stevens, 
but R. 8. White, Venerable financler 
from Montreal, after moving an am- 
endment to make the rate six per cent. 
proceeded to “talk out” the bill unti: 
nine o’clock when it automatically 
dropped for this session. Thus easily 
can the will of the majority be circum- 
vented, althougs if it had passed the 
House 1t would almost certainly have 
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been amended or thrown out by. the 
Senate. Being made up almost entire- 
ly of financiers the Senate would scar- 
cely approve of saving of some $2,500, 
000 a year to small policy holders at 
the expense of insurance companies! 
The Farm Loan Bill 

After very lengthy discussions jn ‘the 
House in an effort to fit the Farm 
Loan Act to the needs of the farmers 
it, was sent back from the Senate at 
the last minute with amendments 
which some members claim make it 
an entirely new bill and destroy its 
usefulness to a large extent. Opposit~- 
jon members urged that the House go 
{nto committee to discuss the amend- 
ments but Mr. Rhodes pointed out the 
necessity of having the bill put thro- 
ugh before adjournment and suggested 
a& compromise with the Senate agree- 
ing with all except two of the amend- 
ments. Several western members en- 
tered strong protests as putting the 
municipalities 1n an impossible posit- 
fon regarding the collection of taxes 
but the bill passed on division by a 
vote of 62 to 40, the third group vot- 
ing with the Liberals. If Senate re- 
form is impossible it looks as though 
the commons might as well be sabol- 
ished! 

Publie Works Program 

A new program of public works for 
rellef of unemployment has been in- 
troduced and hss afforded the Liberal 
opposition an opportunity for some 
political “sniping”. This program is 
not entirely under the Minister ‘of 
Public Works but is allocated to the 
different departments and as usual 
the Minister of Marine, Hon. Mr. 
Buranleau, came in for a gocd deal 
of baiting from the Quebec members 
in regard to contracts, The opposition 
members claimed that in work done 
under the 1934 pregram contracts had 
been 
and had been awarded to friends of 
the govt. entirely but the Minist- 
ar retorted that under the Qucbec 
zovt, Liberal for a very long term, 
Liberal firms have secured all the 
plums and it is quite time Conservat- 
ives’ had a chance. Among eastern me- 
mbers patronage is scarcely even cam- 
ouflaged, as it 1s in the west. And there 
are apparently plenty of “plums” in 
this new program, which provides $18, 
000,000 for direct expenditure, and $15, 
000,000 in guaranteed loans to the rail- 
ways for new equipment. With. three 
quarters of the $40,000,000 provided last 
year for public works still uncxpended 
the different departments have con- 
siderable leeway in awarding contracts 
and surely no able-bodied man should 
lack employment between now and the 
election. If the total of $63,000,000 is 
put into circulation in the next few 
months by those now unemployed the 
vesult should be quite apparent in bus- 
Iness improvement. The restoration of 
half the ten per cent cut in Civil Ser- 
vice salaries, in force this month, has 
already made a difference in the bus- 
Iness atmosphere of this city. The 
Minister explained that the guaranteed 
toans to the railways, $8,000,000 te the 
sovt. road and $7,000,000 to the Canad- 
fan Pacific, would simply be bank loans 
guaranteed by the govt. with interest 
paid for two yoars after which the 
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rdsYonsibility for both interest and 
principal would be assumed by the 
railways, In reply to questions the 
Minister admitted that in case of the 
govt. road there would be little hope 
of repayment unless business picked 
up extraordinarily in the future, 
Railway Discussion 

This announcement of loans to the 
railways precipitated the usual com- 
parative discussion on railways in dif- 
ferent parts of Canada and Mr. Veniot 
(Lib. N. B.) placed on Hansard figurés 
to show that the old Inter-colonial 
railway (regarded as a sink hole for 
govt. money) in the forty years of its 
existence before being taken over by 
the govt. road in 1920, had a total 
deficit of a little over $8,000,000. Dur- 
ing that same period govt. assistance 
to the Canadian Pacific in land grants 
and cash amounted to over $140,000,000 
a very large amount in thos2 days al- 
though it sounds comparatively trifling 
in govt. business in the last twenty 
years. Mr. Veniot said he had heard 
enough about the old Inter-colonial, 
which, after all, was one of the con- 
dittons under which the Maritimes 
had ente::° Confederation. 

In this connection’ it might be well 
to give the information on the Hudson 
Bay road croweded out last week. To 
tal expenditures, $53,000,000, including 
$32,886,000 for construction of the 
road, $13,202,000 for terminals at Chur- 
chill, and $6,260,000 expended at Nel- 
son, the first chosen port for that 
rond. For the year 1934-35 operation 
and maintenance of road and termin- 
als amounted to $778,000, while revenue 
for the saine period was $570,000 leav- 
ing a deficit of $208,000, Mr. B. M. 
Stitt (Cons. Nelson) special pleader 
jfor the H. B. railway, declared the p2o- 
ple of Winnipeg had “made the most 
nolee”’ about getting the railway, and 
the premier and Ministers go about 
boasting of Manitoba’s seaport yet last 
year no Manitoba grain, cattle or oth- 
er produce went out through that port. 
Mr. Stitt said he appreciated the 25 
per cent reduction in insurance charges 
on that route but compared with Mon- 
treal they are still too high. Total in- 
surance for hull and cargo out of 
Churchill. amounted to $10,312. while 
on exactly similar hull and cargo from 
Montreal it: was $1,812, a difference of 
$8,500. In spite of this other hendi- 
caps the farmers of Saskatchewan were 
saved some 2% cents a bushell on grain 
shipped by that route last year, while 
for a shipment of 590 head of cattle 
the producers received $35 per head 
instead of $12 if they !:.d shipped to 
Prince Albert or Winnipeg. As for the 
prospects for this season the member 
for Nelson was convinced the Sask. 
Wheat Pool would increase their ship- 
ments out of that port considerably, 
and as the governm::t has announced 
that they are going into the grain 
business there will be nce excuse for not 
using that port. “This new grain board 
will, I believe, prove a fairy gcedfather 
to the H. B. route, and Iam not afraid 
of competition from any source if the 
route is given a fair deal’, declared 
Mr. Stitt. 

Reclamatin of Drouth Areas 

The bill to provide machinery for ex- 
periments in reclaiming the dried and 
blown out areas in the prairie provinc- 
es, forecast by the Minister of Agricul- 
ture earlier in the session, passed its 
various stages._in the House without 
opposition, although Hon. Mr. Moth- 
erwell thought there had been rather 
more ‘“‘ballyhoo” than was justified by 
the proposals. The Minister said he 
had warned against too much optim- 
ism as the scheme is just an experi- 
ment to see what can be done. There 
will be five areas, each corresponding 
in extent to @ township (23,000 acres), 
three located in Saskatchewan and one 
each in Alberta and Manitoba. Exper- 
iments will be made seeding down land, 
conserving «20isture, planting trees and 
any other efforts thought necessary 
to rehabilitate the district. This will 
be done under a committee largely vol- 
untary including bodies already inter- 
ested in this matter, and full advant- 
age will be taken of surveys and infor- 
mation already secured. Co-op:ration 
of the provinces and municipalities 
will be sought and practical farmers 
who have had a measure of success ev- 


be invited to lend assistance. Farmer 
members on both sides of the House 
contributed interesting and helpful in- 
formation and suggestions out of their 
own experience. Mr. J. L. Brown, Lis- 
gar, told of evidences in his district 
when he went there over fifty years 
ago Which pceinted to a drought of the 
last century cvidently surpassing even 
the present one. At that time dead 
trees several inches in diamster were 
standing in the middle of a lake whilc 
the old “Mizsouri trail” entercd and 
emerged from a large marsh which 
must have been dry in earlier years. 
When it was suggested it would be eas- 
ier to move people out of those areas 
than to reclaim the land the Minister 
said it was pretty hard, when people 
had spent forty or fifty years bullding 
up a home to have to be uprooted, es- 
pecially where rain might come any 
year and the district revert to its for- 
mer productivity. An estimate for 8750, 
000 fér this enterprise was passed with- 
out division. 
Storm Signals 

The first rumble of a storm which 
has probably been postponed by the 
Prime Minister's illness was heard this 
week when the Sccretary of State, hon.
